If he show ed no aptn 
and made no progress in il, We would 
let him make the most of t he 
system thai has beam (lie great reli 
anee of a vast, majority ot educated 
deaf-mutes in this country.

Appro- 
priations of $80)000 are asked for 
an extension of (he dining-rooms, and 
chapel, to construct a cistern, a smoke- 
stack, a sewer, closets, and for im- 
provements in the industrial depart- 
ments, and in the heating apparatus, 

besides an annual allowance of £1,600 
lor repairs. The purchase of two 

additional tracts of land is recommend- 
ed. One item shows the crowded 

condition of the buildings, and en- 
largement is necessary to accommodate 

Ihe children.

Il will be seen that the deaf and 
dumb Institute asks for the largest 

amount per capita, than any other 
state institution. An appropriation 
of 188,150 per annum is asked for, 
making $66,800 lor two years. 
Iowa is liberal, and being oul 01 delil 
practically, she will provide liberally 

for her stall' institutions. In the 
constitution of the State of Wyoming 
soon to be admitted, liberal donations 
of land art- made to the various 
institutions. The deaf, dumb ami 
blind Institute receives thirty thou- 
sand acres. This will be a liberal 
pros ision, and the land cannot bl 
until (he price comes up to ten dollars 
per acre. 

On March 8th, the council of I he 
Wyoti islature, in committee 

of the whole, took up council file No. 
48, an act relating to the education of 
the blind, deaf ami dumb, and re- 
commended ils passage with ainend- 

ments. 

The bill providing temporarily for 
the education of (he blind, deaf and 
dumb in Wyoming was defeated in

Death visited us lasl Sunday 
night, At I' o'clock, carrying away 
with him the spirit of Wilson Roush, 
a pupil here. Wilson was eighteen 
years of age, a cripple ai.d stunted 
physically, for in spite of his age he 
was no taller than a boy of ten. lie 
was fairly bright and a very good 
boj in every way, having seldom 
transgressed any rule whatever, or 
given trouble in any way. He was 
a member of the Tlrb-,, Grammar 
Class, and stood fairly well in his 
studies. Wilson had been sick for 
some time with la grippe, which later 
developed into typhoid fever, and his 
constitution being far from vigorous, 
he finally SUOOUmbed to his sickness. 
The remains were viewed by the pu- 
pils in the chapel. Tuesday morning, 
and were then shipped (<> his home in 
l.etarl Falls, (en miles from 

Pomeroy, 0, An entertainment was 

fivon by (he boys here, March 8th. 
t was a farcical comedy, of no par- 
ticular merit from a dramatic point 

of view, but trerj good in its way.

to take the first mute they see as a re- 
presentative specimen of his class; 

consequently if he makes an unfavor- 
able impression, the person is rot apt 
to hold the deaf very highly in esteem, 
and his estimation of that class is 
scarcely flattering. Consequen 
behooves every mule With (he wel- 
fare of (he deaf at heart, to conduct 
himself in as irrepproachable a manner 
as he can. Of late, we have heard 
mention of numerous cases of petty 

Klueving in and about (he Institution. 
)f con rso, such occurrences are natural 
in an assemblage of five hundred 
persons, Such as this Institution con- 
tains — it would, and, no doubt, does, 
occur in nearly every other similar 
place yet it is greatly to be de- 
plored that such is the ease at all. 
Hearing people, when they learn of 
these occurrences, are very apt to 
magnify them and form the opinion 
(hat it is a "mute peculiarity." So 
let one and all do all in their power 
lo pul a stop to this vice, and great 
good must and will result.

The billl of fare to-da\ included 
potato soup, Praneonia potatoes, and 
steamed rice. Below are the recipes 
as written by Mrs. Oilletto.

Three potatoes, one pint of milk, 
one toaspoonful of chopped onion, one 
stalk ot' celery, one toaspoonful 
salt, one-half teaspoonful of eel, 
salt, one-half salt spoonful of white 
pepper, one-fourth salt spoonful of 
one pepper, one-half tablespoon- 
ful of flour, and one tablcspoonful ot' 
butt.
